With a large plurarity, President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt figura- 
tively licked the platter clean.

With glimpses of ragged football prevailing through- 
out last Saturday night’s game, the Salinas Jaysee squad 
found this element and the lack of capable. substitutes too 
great a handicap to. overcome. Although the Panthers 
showed a decided improvement over their last week’s per- 
formance against St. Mary’s Frosh and gathered plenty of 
yardage, the Pacific team just wouldn’t listen, to the

team more than played the game, 
keeping the Frosh well down in 
their own territory. Salinas in this 
period of play too 11 first downs to 
their opponents 3. this, however, 
did not seem. sufficient to merit a 
score for the visitors. 

The first play of the second half 
proved the turning point of this 
night game. Sears got away a very 
slow kickoff which went down ‘to 
the Frosh 10-yard mark: The Pan- 
ther team was slow in covering and 
Keintz, a shitfy Pacific back, 
tucked the pigskin under his arm 
and skillfully wended his way to 
the Panther 30, where Cole of Sa- 
linas came up from behind to stop 
the play. Again Keintz took. the 
ball only to fire a pass to his team 
mate Daughters, who was dropped 
on the Salinas four. Mitchell, the 
Frosh fullback, drove over with 
plenty of power and then added 
the extra point. 

FUMBLED PUNT COSTLY 

The College of Pacific Frosh 
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found a little later that it pays to 
be in on fumbled punts. Panther 
back, Bowman took one of the 
Frosh punts while going full steam 
ahead and couldn’t handle the ball 
Pacific taking possession. of. the 
ball on the Salinas. 14-yard line. 
This. immediate. return of the 
enemy into pay dirt must have hit 
Salinas hard, for she ‘could: not 
stop the following pass and end run 
of the Frosh. This touchdown end- 
ed all scoring as the Pacific team 
failed to convert. .The Panthers 
lost all their power in this half, as 
coach Powers was forced to use 
subs sparingly, while the Frosh 
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coach had plenty of reserves to put 
into action when others tired. Al- 
though Salinas hit: the Stockton 
team’s 20-yard ‘mark once in this 
latter part of the game they lacked 
the punch to put the ball into a 
paying position. It was the same 
story in the first half, when on 
several occasions the » Panthers 
worked the ball into. Frosh terri- 
tory, only to lose the ball on 
downs and a pass interception in 
one case. 

Pacific's, style of football was 
greatly improved by the good kick- 
ing of Mitchell’s tall punts which 
gave plenty of time for covering.
